IS publication of a volume of cartoons 

18 an event that always creates 
interest. When the cartoonist happens to 
be a London street pavement artist and 
an eX-miner, who draws with a sly clever- 
ness that cannct be taught, the event is 
one to be appreciated. 

Genius springs up in odd and unlikely 
places. Some thirteen years ago, in a 
Nottinghamshire mining town, a boy who 
had just left school started life as a 
worker in the bowels of the earth. 
His first efforts were made with a 
whitewash brush, and the walls of 
the mine were his canvases. At the 
age of twenty-four, having. saved every 
possible penny, he went to Lsndon, but, 
as With many another, his high hopes were 
crushed quickly. by that callous indiffer- 
ence which is the main characteristic of 
the greatest city in the world. One day, 
however, another artist came his way as 
he sketched on the pavement, which had 
become his sketch-board. 

One result of. that meeting is “ Six 
Cartoons,’’ the volume under review. With 
an introduction by Liam O’Flaherty and 
a foreword by Gilbert Fabes. it contains 
caricatures of six of the most famous 
literary men in present-day England. In 
a style that is all his own the artist bas 
treated the deep-set eyes of James Barrie, 
the famous moustache and forelock of G. 
K. Chesterton, and the interroga.jve eye- 
brows of Rudyard Kipling as the bases 
for three distinctly different, but 
characteristic and delightful, examples of 
the cartoonist’s art. 

Arnold Bennett and a cigar, George 
Bernard Shaw all beard and business, and 
H. G. Wells in a benevolent mood, 
complete a sextette of cartoons that are 
as virile as they are unconventional. 
Without being bombastic or malicious, 
they grasp the individual characteristics 
of every subject, yet, nevertheless, 
true cartoons in every sense of the word.

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| WAN NASCHIWIN has attempted the 
: impossible. He has tried to write a 
life of Christ, the man, divorced com- 
pletely from the supernatural, and con- 
cerned exclusively: with the humanity of 
its subject. Many have tried the same 
task. In “The Brook Kerith’’ Mr. 
George Moore gives a sympathetic, if 
rather lifele-s, picture of the figure about 
which so many storms of controversy have 
raged. Renan has brought the brilliance 
of a keenly analytical mind to bear upon 
the problem, but, like Mr. Moore, he 
leaves the reader unsatisfied; indeed, he 
is unsatisfied himself. 

This new Russian writer is better than 
either Renan or Mr. Moore. He is ouw 
of the very few men who have sought to 
explain the miracle of Christ on a purely 
rational basis, yet have become so much’ 
enamoured of their subject. that they have 
portrayed Him with surpassing beauty. 
This book, as its author admits, will 
offend many; for it sets out frankly to 
present to the world a conception of 
Christ that cannot be accepted by the 
orthodox—but it will offend far less than 
Iwan Naschiwin is an 
agnostic, a free thinker, what you will; 
yet he has grasped the transcending 
nobility of Christ’s character, the lovelli- 
ness of that great’soul, and the meekness 
of mind which,. whether or not one believes 
Him to have been the Messiah, ‘raise Him 
to-a plane far: above that of ‘ordinary 
mortals. 

Throughout the book, which is in novel 
form, there is a basic sympathy between 
author and subject. Naschiwin can bo 
almost brutally frank in his realism. Some 
of his descriptions are so harrowing that 
the reader is forced to close the book for 
a while, overcome by their sheer intensity ; 
but the starkness of the baci:ground serves 
only to throw into greater relief the 
sublimity of the central figure, and at, the 
end, when the Rabbi Jeshua, misunder- 
stood even by his closest friends—with the 
exception of the two women, Miriam of 
Bethany and Miriam of Magdala, who 
loved him—realising the failure of his 
dreams, and perplexed in the extreme, 
dies on the cross of Calvary, the con- 
summate artistry of the writer is able to 
blend a harsh, almost brutal, picture of 
events with a magnificent appreciation of 
the dying Christ’s sacrifice. 

The book begins, like ‘‘ The Brook 
Kerith,’’ with Jeshua among the Essenes, 
that curious sect which, exhausted by the 
eternal wranglings between the Sadduccees 
and Pharisees, retired from the squabblés 
of the synagogues, and lived in meditation 
beside a quiet lake. Jeshua leaves the 
seclusion of their company and goes to 
Galilee, being baptised in the Jordan by 
John. He finds fast friends at the little 
home in Bethany, where the lovely. Miriam 
lives with her brother and sister. 

The tragedy develops rapidly. One by 
one the disciples are brought upon the 
stave. The impetuous Simeon is the 
Peter of the Gospels. John, Matthew, 
Andrew and the others are rather colour- 
less characters, but Judas is revealed as a 
pitiful type, harassed by domestic 
troubles, miserably poor, and devoted to 
his children, whose sufferings are a 
constant source of torture fo his 
bewildered soul. Among all his followers 
Jeshua can find none to understand him. 
Indeed, it is doubtful if he understands 
himself; for he has a message that comes 
he knows not whence; and the impulse to 
express it Is irresistible. 

Time and again he is 
abandon the struggle and _ retire to 
Bethany, where he will have peace and 
love. There have been so many teachers, 
so many ephemeral Messiahs upon whom 
the babbling Jews have placed their hopes 
of liberation from the hated Roman rule; 
and all have failed. He realises that the 
tyranny of Rome is not the greatest evil. 
He sees clearly that political freedom will 
not save Israel from herself; yet circum- 
stances draw him inevitably towards the 
fatal dénouement. Jeshua is the most 
popular figure in the country. His teach- 
ings have drawn the people towards: him, 
as they have been drawn towards no other 
Rabbi, and the advocates of physical 
revolt, who include two of his disciples, 
decide to place him, even against his will, 
at the head of the Jewish insurgents. 

He finds one sympathetic soul in the 
person of Nicodemus, who is, perhaps, the 
most interesting character, apart from the 
central figure, in the book. Nicodemus, 
although a member of the Sanhedrin, 1s 
an agnostic, deeply versed in ancient lore, 
and an authority on comparative religion. 
In his library Jeshua Jearns what has 
gone before. [le hears of the gods of 
Egypt, of Assyria, of Persia and of 
Greece; of Astarte, Osiris, Dionysus, and 
ever of Plato, some of whose followers 
attributed to him a divine origin; but 
Jeshua is not interested in these things. 
Even: Nicodemus fails to plumb the 
depths of his mind; and Jeshua’s ultimate 
fate is the tragedy of one who’ walked 
alone. | 

Ought books of this type to be recom- 
mended to the general public? One hesi- 
tates to give a reply. ‘‘ A Certain Jesus ” 
does not pretend to be anything but what 
it is—namely, an. intimate study of the 
greatest figure in human history by a 
man who does not believe in the super- 
natural manifestations of Christianity. Its 
author is an earnest seeker after truth, 
recognising in the Christian epic a revela- 
tion of the divine purpose ; but he regards 
it as a part rather than as the whole.

experts 

The British Isles are admitted to be the 
home of the best printing of books and 
newspapers. i 

This position is due to the fact that the 
composing, . stereotyping. and. rotary 
machine departments in this country 
always have kept intelligently in step with 
the exacting requirements of good. print- 


ing of the letterpress, and of illustrations, | 


which now are such a feature of every 
newspaper. It is in these departments 
that the greatest. progress has been: made 
towards speedy output, combined with 
high quality. The Times survey mentions 
that on the Continent brains are at work 
to produce -a brass shell similar: to a 
stereo plate, capable of direct printing on 
paper at a high speed. The whole pro- 
cess, from the time when the type or 
picture page is ready, until the shell-is 
finished for printing, is said to take three 
minutes. ‘This, indeed, will be a revolu- 
tion. ' 

While the work concerning the produc- 
tion: and management of newspapers ' 1s 
treated fully in the book, flat machine 
and colour printing, together with paper 
and ink, have interesting articles devoted 
to them. The concluding pages of the 
book deal with printing in countries 
abroad, and contain specimens. of their 
work. The whole volume is written in 
language which can be understood by the 
non-technical mind, and the ordinary 
reader will find an agreeable means by 
which he can gain a knowledge of a busi- 
ness which seems, to most people, to be 
surrounded by so much mystery. At the 
same time, the book ought to be in the 
hands of those who must be acquainted 
with the latest methods of printing.

Pierre Picard, the original of Monte 
Cristo; Marie Madeleine d’Aubray de 
Brinvilliers, who, with the help of the 
infamous Exili, paved the way for 
murder by the use of white arsenic; the 
Man in the Iron Mask, the son, — 
to Mr. Ashton Wolfe, of Buckingham an 
Anne of Austria, demand a vivid pen to 
describe their deeds. Finally, and per- 
haps greatest of all, the first, in time as 
in genius, of French detectives, Frangois 
Vidocq, is no subject for a mere recorder 
of fact. Mr. Ashton Wolfe has tackled 
his task with gusto and, on the whole, 
with success. 

This is a book more for those who enjoy 
exciting stories than for the criminologist 
or the psychologist. As such, then, we 
recommend it to all.

The defendant made. the; application in 
person, referring at some length tothe evi- 
dence, and the way. in which the Civic 


Guards had acted in connection with the case. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan. pointed out that the 
Court could not re-try the-case,.and could 
deal. only with any “question of law that 
might be raised in connection with it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna .remarked -that he was 
satisfied that nothing .was missed in the 
transcript of the evidence. 

In .reply to Mr. Justice Sullivan, the 
defendant said that he would prefer to spend 
the. time, specified in his sentence in a 
Borstal institution rather than in prison. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, delivering the judg- 
ment of the Court, stated that the defendant 
was a young man of unusual ability. None 
of the grounds on which he made the appli- 
cation for leave to appeal, however, had been 
sustained, and there was no proof of mis- 
direction by the trial judge. The application 
for leave to appeal, therefore, was refused, 

Mr. FE. J. Kelly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the Attorney- 
General.

Laurence Sterne’s Grave. 


Lovers of the works of that brilliant 
eichteenth century humorist, Laurence 
Sterne, will feel some concern on hearing 
thai ai teunis Is being played over his 
erave in the former graveyard of St. 
George's, Hanover square, London, 

Sterne was a gifted. writer, full of 
humour and sentiment, a quality: so rare 
in these modern days of machine-made 
literature that his memory is well worth 
preservation, 

His books are not greatly popular to- 
day, but Tristram Shandy ” and ‘A 
Sentimental Journey ” are books that 
have earned a pérmanent place in English 
literature. 

Collectors of first editions prize very 
highly early copies of Sterne’s books, and 
ouly a day or two ago an incomplete -copy 
of ‘‘ Tristram ’’ was sold at Sotheby’s for 
£245. The first edition of the book, pub- 
lished in 1760-’2 was in nine volumes, 
and the copy seld in London lacked the 
three volumes. The value of the 
remainder was enhanced by the autograph

The vast quantities of cheap wines con- 
sumed in Belfast ave manuiactured, for 
the most part, Í am told, in England from 
poor grape-juice shipped in tins or casks 
from the Continent or South Africa. 
“ Red Biddy,” a very low-grade of red 
‘wine, made in some cases from rhubarb, 
beet and grapes, and fortified with new 
whiskey out of bond, and various alcohols 
was the first to attain popularity, a 
popularity which it still holds im the 
poorer quarters of the city, because of 
its low price. Se cheaply did one 
publican purchase this article that he 
was enabled to sell a glass of “wine,” a 
small bottle of porter, and a sandwich, all 
for sixpence, and to show a profit. The 
same publican found his trade in “ Red 
Biddy ” to be so great that it was worth 
his while to-instal a great cistern, or 
storage tank, holding hundreds of vallons. 
at the top of his house. “ Red Biddy ” 
is frequently taken hot, and can be had 
at a maximum price of threepence a glass. 
Its sweetness. as well its low price, 
makes it acceptable to young people who 
have not taken drink before, and 
‘“ heady ” qualities endear it to those who 
seck intoxication at a minimum cost. I 
am told that its. effect is very injurious 
upon those who eonsume any quantity of 
it, So far the Government taken 
little notice of the enormous trade in 
cheap. wmes as a source of ‘revenue, and 
the duty upon ‘them is negligible, as com- 
pared with that on whiskey or. beer,

The recent increases in the prices of 
coal have given rise to the belief that a 
‘combine  .exists for the exploitation of 
the people all over Ireland. In Belfast 
the price of the best coal was advanced 
trom £2 10s. to £2 12s, per ton, and there 
have been proportional increases in the 
cheaper qualities. The question was 
raised in the Northern House of Commons 
ou Tuesday, and respecting one class of 
coal it was pointed out that the price in 
January, 1929, was 30s. per ton, while 
last January the price for the same 
quality was 37s. 6d. per ten. Other 
instances were given showing a great 
difference—about “100 per cent. —between 
the pithead prices and those charged to 
the consumer. One member declared that 
a Belfast merchant was at the head of 
the “ ring,”? and dietatéd prices both in 
the Free State and in Northern Ireland. 
diention was also made of the fact that 
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the Free State Government was consider- 
ine the problem, and the hope was ex- 
pressed that the Northern Government, i’ 
it had power, would put an end to a 
monopoly injurious to the public interest. 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister of 
Commerce, in replying to criticisms, said 
that his Ministry had inquired into the 
matter by interviewing coal merchants and 
examining figures, the result being that 
they were unable to find that exorbitant 
prices had been charged or exorbitant 
profits earned. Nevertheless, there is an 
uneasy feeling amongst the public gener- 
ally that ‘‘ profiteering “ is prevalent.

Belfast harbour, together with a reason- 
able retail price.

WHEN BANKS WERF RAIDED 
“BY ORDER.” 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
he could not understand how President 
Cosgrave, having been afforded the God- 
given opportunity of getting rid of Deputy 
FitzGerald-Kenney as Minister for Justice, 
could come forward with his nomination. If 
there was one deputy whose failure was out- 
standing as a Minister, it was Deputy Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney. In that House and out of it 
he had repeatedly encouraged indiscipline in 
the police force. 

The deputy referred to a case at Newport 
in which a decision was given against the 
| Guards in an action for assault. This was a 
ease in which the Guards pretended there 
was an attack on the barracks, and where 
they went round assaulting people. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the case was still sub judice. 

Mr. LEMASS said he did not know that 
or he would not have mentioned it. The case 
had been tried four times, and if it was now 
going to the Supreme Court, at the expense 
of the State, it showed that a person would 
want to be a millionaire to take proceedings 
against a member of the Civic Guard. He 
asked did the Ministers deny that the Guards 
participated in attacks on barracks? 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that he had never heard of such 
a case, and asked the deputy to mention one 
Cade. ; 

Mr. LEMASS referred him to the attack 
on the barracks at Portlaw in 1925. 

The SPEAKER said that that was too 
early. 

PATHETIC INCIDENT IN 1916. 

Mr. LEMASS said that not only had the 
Minister failed to insist on discipline and en- 
sure efficiéncy, but that in every major crime 
that had occurred since he became Minister, 
the Guards had failed to bring anyone te 
justice. Before the House passed this motion 
they should have an assurance that illegalities 
by members of the Guards should cease. 

Mr. Lemass went on to explain, in reply 
to references in the previous day's debate, 
that he had first met the Minister for Defence 
in the Dublin Post Office in 1916.

Mr. LEMASS went on to say that the 
Ministry for Agriculture was a responsible 
one, and should be filled by a responsible 
person. Every single sentence from the news- 
paper article referred to by Mr. Hogan on 
the previous day was misinterpreted, and 
the Minister’s construction drew a _ false 
picture of what was meant to be con- 
veyed. England had not proved that she 
was entitled to the land annuities, and 
uniil that was proved he would give the 
benefit of the doubt to the Irish people. The 
past eight years’ administration of the 
Minister for Agriculture had been a period 
of decline in agriculture. There had been a 
decline in tillage, live-stock and dairy cows, 
whilst the acreage of every form of crop had 
become substantially less. : 

The proposed Government had virtually 
failed to achieve anything in ahy sphére of 
its activities. The Minister for Finance was 
merely marking time; he was doing nothing 
to ease the burden of the taxpayers of this 
country and had not eaiborked on ahy pro- 
ject that would help the progress of the 
country. The other Ministers were failures, 
except the Minister for Education, whom 
nobody took seriously, while Mr. McGilligan 
was doing little for the country’s industries, 
because he was continually absent, attending 
international and other conferences. 


LAWYERS AND LAND 
ANNUITIES. 
WHO WAS THE SEVENTH 
COUNSEL? 

Mr. RICE (Government, Dublin, N.), in 
supporting the motion, said that the Fianna 
Fail Party had deliberately misled the people 
on the question of land annuities. Deputy 
Lemass had stated that they had the unani- 
mous opinion of their lawyers, and he (Mr. 
Rice) made the charge that they were 
deliberately misleading the farmers and 
people of this country.

Counsel was vot asked for his 
general advice on the case, because if he 
were his general advice would be that there 
was no foundation for a case on the question 
of land annuities. The questions put were 
framed hy politicians for the pyrpose of 
getting the answer “yes” or “no.” and were 
not developed. They were “framed up” 
questions. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterferd)—Is the 
Deputy reflecting upon the legal authorities 
who have given their opinions! 

Mr. RICE-~No, but I say that certain 
questions were put to counsel, to which the 
obvious answers were given. Counsel was 
not asked the question which would have 
elicited the opinion on the real matter at 
issue. An eminent member of the pro- 
fession had the ease submitted to him, and 
he turned it down, saying that they had no 
case. The Fianna Fail party had 4 
pressed that opinion, and deliberately mis- 
represented the state of affairs to the people 
of the country. ‘The opinion he referred 
to would carry more weight than the other 
opinions referred to.

Trade and Tariffs. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
year which ended on February 28th show 
that the adverse balance of trade continues 
to diminish. Twelve months it 
amounted to £12,912,000; now it has 
fallen to £11,923,000, although at the end 
of January it was £12,212,000. The total 
volume of trade for the year was satis- 
factory, reaching the sum of £108,545,000, 
as compared with £104,302,000 for the 
year which ended on February 28th, 1929. 
Imports and exports alike have risen.

exports amounted in all to £48,311,000, as 
against £45,695,000.

America’s Problem. 


The United States is no Jonger the New 
Jerusalem of industry. Hitherto that 
country has been untouched by the burden 
of unemployment relief that presses 
hardly upon the shoulders of Europe's 
struggling nations. Within the last few 
months President Hoover, confronted with 
the rising unemployment figures, belittled 
the menace, and frequent official state- 
ments have represented it as a transitory 
phase of depression, produced by the 
recent “‘crash’’ on Wall street. It has 
become obvious, says the Washington 
Correspondent of The Tames, that these 
assurances are intended as aids to busi- 
ness rather than as realistic surveys of 
the situation. That situation is so 
perilous that a sub-committee of the 
Senate, which was appointed to consider 
the extent of unemployment, has decided 
to close its session and to present a report 
immediately. During February the 
number of unemployed reached 3,700,000— 
a total unprecedented in American 
history. The large employers, with a 
truculent obstinacy that is unknown here, 
refuse to pay the slightest attention to the 
workers’ evil plight. According to Mr. 
William Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labour, the Government 
will be compelled, unless the employers’ 
attitude changes, to take one of two 
courses. It must institute a system of 
unemployment insurance or it must pre- 
paré for a revolution. Disaffection is 
spreading rapidly among the workless, 
and Communism claims an increasing 
muster of adherents. If reactionary prin- 
ciples infect America’s dissatisfied aliens 
and encourage the aspirations of her 
multitudinous negroes, the danger to 
the Republic’s progress will be formid- 
able. Chicago’s gangs are evidence that a 
tradition of lawlessness prevails in the 
United States. Allowed a vent, that 
tradition may be strong enough to disrupt 
the foundations of American security. 


Radium. 


In order that Great Britain’s supply of 
radium may be used to the greatest 
advantage, the Radium Commission has 
devised a plan for its distribution. 
Hitherto Britain’s stock has been in the 
hands of scientific institutions, hospitals 
and nursing homes’ throughout the 
country. Now the national radium will be 
concentrated at a limited number oí 
centres in England, Scotland and Wales, 
where there are medical schools at which 
‘treatment of patients can be combined 
with the education in approved methods 
of radium therapy.” Twelve of these 
centres have been nominated, and several 
have received their due supply of radium. 
Great Britain has taken an important 
step in the ‘‘ nationalising’’ of her 
radium ; for the scarcity of that element, 
coupled with its healing qualities, forbids 
it to be under the private control of 
medical institutions. It is unfortunate 
that the activities of the Radium Com- 
mission are not concerned with Ireland. 
The Commission is wealthy and has pur- 
chased fresh supplies for distribution to 
its centres. Ireland’s present ration of 
radium is lamentably insufficient for her 
needs, and the Royal Dublin Society s 
Institute is dependent largely on the 
public generosity for the renewal of its 
stock. In England, as in Ireland, many 
of the leading hospitals have been unable 
to prosecute studies in radium therapy 
through a lack of material. The new 
scheme will remedy this lack, and we may 
hope shortly to see notable developments 
in the treatment of cancer. The Com- 
mission proposes to establish plants for 
the making of radon—an emanation 
that will supplement the supply of radium 
and will permit it to serve larger areas.

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BRITISH POLICY 
IN PALESTINE 


PRIME. MINISTER'S 
STATEMENT. . 


the Government’s 
policy in regard to Palestine was made by 
the Prime Minister, in reply to Mr. 
Baldwin, in the House of Commons yester: 
day. | 

His Majesty's Government, said Mr. 
Macdonald, will continue to administrate 
in Palestine in accordance with the terms 
of the mandate, as approved by the 
Council of the League of Nations. That 
is an international obligation from which 
there can be no question of receding. 
Under the térms of the mandate, the 
Government are responsible for promoting 
the establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for the Jewish people, it 
being clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done that might prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of existing non- 
Jewish communities in Palestine or the 
rights or political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country. 

A double undertaking is involyed—to 
the Jewish people, on the one hand, and 
to the non-Jewish population in Palestine, 
on the other. It is the firm resolve of 
the Government to give effect in equal 
measure to both parts of the dec laration— 
to give equal justice to all sections of the 
population in Palestine. It is a duty 
from which they will not shrink, and in 
the discharge of which they will apply all 
the resources at their command.

OFFERS FOOD AND 
PORTERS.

DARJEELING, Thursday. 
The International Expedition, which 1s 
about to attempt to climb Kanchenjunga, 
will leave Darjeeling on April 6th. The 
porters will leave on April Sth and April 


6th in two parties, the second of which 


will be in charge of two sahibs, probably 
Mr. Wieland and Mr. Hannah. . The re- 
maining members of the Expedition will 
leave on April .6th in motor ears, and 
will proceed as near as possible to Singli 
Bazar, and will walk or ride to Chakung, 
where the first party of porters will be 


| joined, 


Thus the Expedition will proceed in two 
parties, separated by one day’s march, to 
Tseram, in Nepal, where the whole Ex- 
pedition will come together. This plan 
has been adopted owing to the small camp- 
ing sites, which are not laige enough for 
the whole Expedition, which includes three 
hundred porters at least. 

A few days after the Expedition leaves 
Darjeeling a train of about fifty mules, 
under the charge of Colonel Tobin. will 
follow to Yoksam, where loads will be 
dumped and placed under the charge of a 
sirdar, 

The route will be Chakung, Rinchen- 
pung, Pemayangtse, Tingling, Yoksam, 
Monlapse Cave, Dzongri and Kang Pass 
to Tseram. 

At Tseram another provision dump will 
be made, and the porters will return to 
Yoksam for food left by mules. From 
Tseram the Expedition will proceed to the 
base camp, about seventeen thousand feet 
high, on .the northern bank of the 
Kanchenjunga Glacier, via Khunza and 
Kangbachen. 


MAHARAJAH’S OFFER. 

The Expedition have received telegrams 
from Mr. Howell, Foreign Office, Delhi, 
and Colonel Dawkes, British Envoy, 
Khatmandu, to the effect that, not only 
has the Maharajah granted permission to 
attack Kanchenjunga from Nepal, but 
that he is anxious to assist with porters 
and with food. 

The Expedition have asked him whether 
food could be sent to Tseram or Kang- 
bachen. If Nepalese porters can be 
obtained here, it would be an enormous 
help to the Expedition, as they could then 
dismiss the majority of the porters, keep- 
ing only the best for establishing the 
height camps. 

From ‘l'seram to the base camp food will 
be worked up by relays of porters. It is 
estimated that from Darjeeling to the base 
camp involves about forty-five thousand 
feet ascent, so that the Expedition should 
be in good training. 

The route to the base camp is much 
more difficult than the Everest route, as 
communications are harder to maintain 
over such complicated and difficult country, 
over which it is impossible to take vaks or 
ponies; and it includes the 18,280 feet 
high pass of Kang La. The difficulties wil] 
be compensated bv the beauty and variety 
of scenery, and the fact that this is the 
first expendition to visit this side of 
Kanchenjunga for thirty years. On this 
account, and also because it is virtually 
certain that the best line of attrck is from 
Kanchenjunga Glacier, tne Expedition 
would like to express their eratitude to 
the Maharajah of Nepal fo“ is cenerosity 
in allowing them into such sunerb country.

LEUTER'’S CORRESPONDENT.

Stalin, virtual dictator of Soviet 
Russia, whose recent initiative for miti- 
gating the fight against the Churches and 
the forcible promotion of collectivisation 
of agriculture took the world by surprise, 
publishes a long article in the Soviet 
Press to-day explaining that the Govern- 
ment’s collective policy means the con- 
tinuance of the extermination of the well- 
to-do peasantry. Although their exter- 
‘Mination., he says, is impossible in a day 
or two, it will, nevertheless, be carried out 
with the usual Bolshevik thoroughness. 

The immediate task, says Stalin, is the 
sowing of corn and the increasing of the 
area of land cultivated. Great mistakes 
have been made through the five vears’ 
plan being too quickly developed, 
especially in the Central Provinces, Trans- 
Caucasia and the black soil territory. 

Stupid and. harmful -violence only 
tended to alienate millions of peasants 
from the proletarian dictatorship, and for 
that not only the rank and file, but even 
some of the members of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party are to 
blame. 

Stalin compares the situation with what 
happened in the ‘‘ Polish Soviet War” 
in 1920. The Poles, he says, lost their 
heads in their forward rush and were com- 
pelled to retreat in disorder.. Thereupon 
the Red Army made a similar mistake of 
advancing hot upon the retreating enemy 
without consolidating the rear. 

The desperate panic, says the writer, 
shown by ‘‘some comrades’’ over the 
number of peasants leaving collective 
farms is unwarranted, because such 
deserters are mostly “ dead souls,”’ and, 
therefore, useless. The danger became 
most apparent in the second half of 
February, when about 60 per cent. of the 
peasantry were regarded as ‘“‘collecti- 
vised,” but that ratio has now decreased 
to about 40 per cent.

The Minister of Agriculture (Right Hon. Sir 
Edward Archdale) submitted the estimates for 
the Ministry of Agriculture, the total amount 
of which were £204,856. 

No one, he said, regretted more than he 
that the past season was not a prosperous one 
for agriculture. 

A glutted wheat market, aggravated to 
some extent by importations from the 
Continent, .was mainly responsible for the 
poor price of oats, 

Fortunately, he said. with the exception 
of a few and relatively small areas, our 
farmers do not depend upon the sale of crops 
for the major part of their income. Over 78 
per cent. of our agricultural output takes 
the form of stock and stock products, and 
for some time we have felt that along that 
line lies the hope for British agriculture. 
We have, therefore, bent, and will continue 
to bend, in spite of uvinformed criticisms, 
all our activities along the direction of im- 
proving our stock and stock products, and 
developing. our natural markets for such 
goods in Great, Britain. 

CATTLE PRICES. 

*‘We hear to-day a great deal about the 
depression in agriculture,’’ the Minister 
added, ‘‘but there is another side to the 
picture, and it is quite a rosy one. The 
prices which North of Ireland farmers are 
receiving for store cattle are better than they 
have been since tiie immediate post-war 
period, and prices for pigs to-day are such 
as to make pork production a most profitable 
investment. and justify me in repeating the 
advice to farmers which has been. constantly 
given by my Ministry: to keep pigs all the 
time, and to forsake, once and for all, the 
mistaken policy of trying to jump in and out 
of the pork market.”’ 


THE POULTRY INDUSTRY. 

No review of the agricultural industry 
would be complete without a reference to 
poultry, which bid fair to being the largest 
single item of value. in their agricultural 
output. He was not exaggerating when he 
said that the,vear 1929 was the best year 
that had yet been experienced in the egg 
trade, and that, thanks to their improved 
methiods of marketing, due to the Marketing 
of Eggs Act, they succeeded throughout the 
whole of the year in securing the highest 
price paid for imported into Great 
Britain.

‘TEN PERSONS KILLED. 


EXCITEMENT LN 
NEW YORK. 


5,000 FLEE FROM 
GAS FUMES.

LEUTER’S CORRESPONDENT, 
PHILADELPHIA, Thursday. 

At least ten persons were killed and 
scores injured this morning by a series of 
explosions .in the works of the Penn- 
sylvania Fireworks Display Company at 
Devon, sixteen miles west of Philadelphia. 

Fire brigades of the surrounding dis 
tricts rushed to the scene, and wave firat- 
aid te the injured. They commandeered 
every kind of vehicle to -t them to 
hospital, where fifty perso. s have been 
detained, according to the latest returns. 


MOTOR CARS BLOWN AWAY: 

So great was the force of the explosion 
that motor cars passing the works at the 
time were blown off the road, and much 
damage was done to property in the imme- 
diate vicinity. Police and firemen, who 
rushed to the scene immediately that the 
alarm was given, had to use force to pre- 
vent a crowd of frantic men and women 
from ventarng to near to the wrecked 
buildings to search for relatives and 
friends among the ruins. 

There were three tremendously heavy 
blasts, followed at intervals of about 
twenty minutes by milder explosions, 
sounding like the rattle of nvachine guns. 
These were presumably small fireworks. 


OUTBREAK OF FIRE. 

Fire followed the blasts, and some of the 
bodies were charred beyond recognition. 
There are several women amongst the 
dead, and the condition of a number of 
the injured is very critical.

STREET EXPLOSION IN 
i NEW YORK. 


WILD EXCITMENT ON 
BROADWAY.

Two series of subterranean explosions 
on Lower Broadway shortly before noon 
to-day threw this busy district into a state 
of wild excitement and caused injuries to

“When we divide to-night, all the books 
of oribedox political economy will be flung 
into a funeral pyre, the flames of which have 
been lit by thfe President of the Board of 
Trade, and when the last leaves of these 
books are shvrivelling through the quivering 
flames. we shall see all the forms of the hon. 
members opposite, and of the Liberal Party, 
dancing round the embers, watching the 
horrible consumption of their ancestral 
scriptures. The indeceney, I might almost 
say the blasphemy, of that thought takes 
from me the power ot further speech, 
and I accordingly move that the bill 
be ‘read a third time this day six months.” 
These were the concluding lines of the 
speech of Mr. Baldwin, who this evening 
resumed the debate on the motion for the 
third reading of the Coal Mines Bill, and 
they were greeted with Opposition cheers 
and with ironical laughter from the Govern- 
ment benches. 

Mr. Baldwin began by commenting upon 
the wonderful progress that had been made 
by the mining industry during the last two 
or three years. There was an impression in 
many quarters that the industry was down 
and out, with very little chance of survival. 
The fact was that, in face of bad trade and 
depressed industry, of fuel substitutes, of 
foreign competition, we had produced and 
sold something like 240 million tons of coal, 
60 millions of which had been sold. in com- 
petition at world prices—-a figure within 20 
per cent. of the peak figure of 1915. 

That was a remarkable performance, and 
it reflected immense credit on the whole 
industry. It confirmed him in the view that 
the British miner was second to none !n 
the world, and it also proved that any 
general charge of inefficiency could not be 
brought against the management of the 
industry as a whole. 

The bill was a leap in the dark, and there 
was a possibility that we might land on our 
necks. His further objection to the hill was 
that for the first time Parliament had taken 
upon itself to tell an industry how it was 
to be conducted. Once this principle had 
been applied to one industry there was no 
industry which would feel itself safe from 
Parliamentary interference.. The uncertainty 
thus created would be most damaging.

No doubt, with a view to making 
the new Ministry rather longer-lived than 
its predecessors, the President of the 
Republic prorogued Parliament at the 
very moment of its formation, but this 
cavalier decision has incensed the leaders 
of the Opposition, who, moreover, possess 
the constitutional right to oblige the 
President to convene an extraordinary 


session of the Seym upon the demand of 
one-third of the total number of deputies.

The present Ministry is the fourth that 
has held office in Warsaw within a year. 
and the manner of its creation convinced 
the majority of deputies that they were 
being bamboozled by the President and 
Marsha] Pilsudski acting in concert. 

THE ALL-POWERFUL MINISTER. 

After reviewing the events which 
immediately preceded the formation of 
the new Ministry, The Times proceeds :— 
This travesty of constitutional government 
has a definite interest at the present 
moment, when democratic institutions are 
everywhere on their trial, and. farcical 
though the procedure has been, its careful 
staging is, at any rate, proof that Marshal 
Pilsudski wishes to maintain the form of 
parliamentary rule. The all-powerful War 
Minister would presumably have no 
difficulty in suppressing the two Houses 
if he were so inclined; for his personal 
influence and popularity appear to be 
unabated.

‘The Select Committee endorsed the view of 
the Royal Fine Art Commission, and Lord 
Donoughmere thought that the House should 
express its view and take some action in the 
matter. 

The Earl of Onslow pointed out that it was 
the desire of the trustees of the late Earl ot 
Iveagh that the scheme should be completed 
and ‘judged as = whole before a decision was 
taken, 

The Farl of Iveagh, who was most warmly 
received, asked the House, " as a favour,” to 
defer its decision until all the paintings had 
been completed and placed in position.

IN EXPORTS.

At the end of February, 1930, the 
adverse trade balance of the Irish Free 
State stood at £11,923,000, which repie-

A PHANTOM LAWYER. 

Mr. FAHY said that he did not think 
that Deputy de Valera quoted that number 
of opinions.

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) re- 
gretted that personalities and bitterness had 
entered into the debates; for, as long as 
they were allowed, co-operation between par- 
ties was difficult and almost impossible. 
They were told that the Government were 
going to take up office with the assistance of 
the Independents. It was quite evident 
that negotiations were going on by which, 
for the next two years, the party in office 
would be under the thumb and control of the 
Independent group. That group was quite 
right in trying to get their pound of flesh 
in return for the support they had given. 
The country would want to know the quid 
pro quo that it was proposed to give the 
Independent group for their allegiance and 
promised support. 

One of the things that the Independent 
group would look for would be the promotion 
of the special interests of the minorityg and 
the respecting of the sentiments and tradi- 
tions very dear to them. Did that mean 
that, on the vital issue of the Irish lan- 
guage, the Party of Fifteen was going to 
dictate policy; that there was going to be 
retrogression in the policy of carrying the 
Irish language. not alone through the schools, 
but through the public departments, Ar 
bodies aid saul administration, and into 
universal use until it became the common 
spoken language of the people? Did it 
mean that the national sentiments which 
the founders of the State and the signa- 
tories of the Treaty upheld and declared to 
be their purpose and object, were going to 
be scrapped in order that Cumann na nGaed- 
heal would have the continued support of 
the Independents? 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin Co.), 
speaking as an Independent deputy, repudi- 
ated the suggestion that negotiations were 
going on between the Independents and the 
Government party. He had no knowledge 
of them. Personally, he thought that the 
President had done his best in the selection 
of his proposed Ministry.

QUESTIONS OF FINANCE. 

Mr. BENNETT (Govt., Limerick), as a 
member of the Public Accounts Committee, 
admitted that there were. little differences 
between the Auditor-General’s Department 
and the Department of Finance, and even 
between the: Public Accounts Committee and 
the Department; but, he said, there had 
never been any defiant attitude on the part 
of the Minister for Finance in regard to the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General or the 
Public Accounts Committee.

REPLY. 


THE POLICY OF HIS 
GOVERNMENT. 


President COSGRAVE, in concluding the 
debate, suid that there had not been much 
reference to the particular. incident which 
gave rise to the necessity for appointing a 
new Executive, On that day week a bill 
which would have entailed a money resolu- 
tion was passed by the House, and it was 
obvious to everybody, and more particularly 
to Fianna Fail deputies, that, if that were a 
firm decision of the House, if they meant 
business by reason of the passage of the 
second reading of that bill, some definite 
action should undoubtedly occur which would 
emphasise the sincerity of those who voted 
for that second reading. 

It was idle to say that what transpired in 
that House on the previous day was a norma] 
outcome of what took place on Thursday last 
week. Within the last three years Fianna 
Fail deputies had entered the House for the 
first time, and their first act was to vote 
against the continuance in office of the then 
Executive. He was positively certain that 
they had in mind voting for a different 
Executive which would not have come from 
tneir party. 

There was something political about that 
particular decision, and there was something 
economic about the decision taken on Thurs- 
day night last. If Fiauna Fail deputies were 
really sincere in the vote they gave then, 
they would, in his opinion, have voted for 
Deputy O'Connell on the previous night. 
There was only one reason for their refusal 
to vote, and that was that they did not wish 
to see their leader, Mr. de Valera, placed in 
a larger minority than Deputy O'Connell, 


FIANNA FAIL’S REAL MOTIVE. 

Thsre was no mterest there for the old age 
pensioners, They must keep up the prestige 
or ‘‘our own chief.”

Mr. MacENTFE—That is every section, 
POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 
President COSGRAVE went on to comment 
on the statemnents made by Fianna Fail, and 
asked were these statements likely to make 
for more prosperous conditions, for increased 
industry, or for greater employment. The 
policy of the Government was .to be seen 
throughout the country. Its effects were 
seen in better roads, drainage, the number of 
houses built, improved agricultural produce, 
and the number of industries started through 

tariffs. 

What, asked Mr. Cesgrave, was the policy 
of the party opposite? By way of answer he 
proceeded to quote from a document in con- 
nection with the ‘‘ Irish Press, Ltd., Ameri- 
can Office,” stating that an Irish paper was 
to be established, and that no greater sogial 
services could be rendered to Ireland at the 
present moment. Proceeding, he made 
comment: “No greater social service—not 
even a change of Government.” 

Mr. CORRY—Not even a change of Go- 
vetnment. 

The SPEAKER—The President must be 
given an opportunity to speak without inter- 
ruption, and I will not have interruptions. 

President COSGRAVE, continuing, said 
that Fianna Fail had mustered their strength 
to save their leader, and had shown in that 
much more interest than in the old age pen- 
sioners. ‘The deputies were a good deal 
sorrier than they were that night week, for, 
unlike Labour, they were afraid even to give 
expression to their views and walk into the 
division lobby. 

THE ARMS DUMPS. 

It should be remembered in connection 
with references to any irregularities by mem- 
bers of the Garda Siochana that at the time 
the force was established there was a great 
deal of disturbance, regrettable disturbance, 
in the country. What happened? In May, 
1925, an order was issued by Mr. de Valera 
to cease fire. The pity about that was that 
the deputies did not give an order to sur- 
render arms, especially in view of the fact 
that there were throughout the country some 
persons who had not the same interpretation 
of the moral laws as ecclesiastics. The 
result was that deplorable things happened. 
Many members of the Guards lost their lives 
within the last few years. 

If there were recent court decisions 
against some of the Guards, it was an assur- 
ance, H such were required, that there was 
justice in the Courts of the State. He in- 
vited deputies opposite to consider, not 
isolated incidents, however reprehensible 
they might be, without viewing the whole 
picture and considering all the circumstances, 
bearing in mind some of the difficulties, some 
of the complexities, some of the terrible 
troubles which these guardians of the peace 
had faced. The Civie Guards had, as 
deputies opposite admitted, the confidence of 
the vast majority of the people, and that 
major crimes had not been detected and 
persons brought to justice was not a fair 
accusation, considering the percentage of con- 
victions and acquittals. 

THE BILL THAT-CAUSED THE CRISIS. 

The policy of the Government was to make 
this country a place where industrialists 
might have confidence, and where the burden 
on industry and agriculture would be made 
as light as possible, That was the main 
consideration which, they felt, compelled 
them to refuse to impose a tax on the people 
of the country in order to carry the bill, 
which received a second reading on the pre- 
vious Thursday night. The credit of the 
country stood high—very high—but it did 
not follow from that that it was possible for 
them in a short space of time, and at a 
moment s notice, to float loans. 

It might be possible to do all the things 
which had been suggested by members of 
the Labour Party and the Fianna Fail Party, 
put to do so might possibly entail the in- 
troduction of a twenty-five million Budget. 
Could industry and commerce bear that? 
Were the people rich enough to afford it? 
On the benches opposite there was a Deputy 
who had advocated no income tax. Later 
he modified it to no income tax on money 
invested in Irish industries. Other Deputies 
went so far as to say that the Government 
had legislated entirely, for the rich, and were 
indifferent to the poor, That was not a true 
charge : there was no foundation for it. The 
Government had been responsible for as in- 
tensive a social programme as the country 
was able to afford, and he invited Deputies 
to consider the condition of affairs here, to 
examine other countries much longer estab- 
lished than this, with greater opportunities 
and better conditions than they had here, 
and compare the affairs in those countries 
with what they had here, and bear in mind 
that it was easy enough to table a pro- 
gramme of houses for everybody, but it was 
quite another matter to find out who could 
be taxed to pay for them. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

If, during the last two days, they had bent 
their energies to considering what were the 
difficulties of the present situation; how they 
could be solved: how the production of the 
country could be increased; how it would be 
possible to get cheaper houses for a large 
number of people; how they might induce 
industrialists to develop still further the 
present industries in this country, it would 
have been much better than all the rameis 
that they had heard at great length, with 
thundering sound and so on. 

THE AMENDE HONORABLE, 

When President COSGRAVE 
concluded, 

Mr, LEMASS rose to:a point of order, and 
pointed out that during the President's 
speech the Speaker said to Deputy Corry. 
who had made an interruption, “ Shut up!’ 
He (Mr. Lemass) did not think that was a 
proper expression to be used by the Chair. 
He wished to know would the Chair take 
the point of order then or after the division. 

The SPEAKER—It was an adequate 
expression. 

The SPEAKER then put the question. 

President COSGRAVE’S motion was carried 
by 80 votes to 65.

THE OPENING. 

Mr. Meade, in introducing Mr. Morrissey: 
said that he thought the show was really 
worthy of the premier township, and that 
they would all agree that the quality of the 
exhibits was excellent. He said that the 
Society was undoubtedly making progress, 
and that they were looking forward to 
greater things in the fc‘ure. 

Mr. Morrissey said that it was a great 
pleasure to him to have the honour of de- 
claring such a magnificent show open. Mr. 
Meade and the other members of the Council 
of the Society deserved the highest com- 
mendation for the position to which they had 
brought this show. It deserved all possible 
praise. The display of flowers was equal to 
anything he had seen, and the vegetables were 
very good. He seldom saw such vegetables in 
the shops, and thought that something should 
be done to get the producers to the markets ; 
for they had shown themselves masters ol 
their job.

On the motion oí Colonel Carpendale, a 
vote of thanks was accorded Mr. Morrissey. 
He said that they would not see a better 
show anywhere than they had there that day. 

The entries showed a considerable increase 
on last year, and the quality of the exhibits 
was greatly improved. Cinerarias and 
cyclamens were of a very high standard, and 
primulas were an outstanding feature, while 
arum lilies were also @ conspicuous section.

Eatly heavy selling, which followed an 
irregular opening, was inspired by an in- 
crease of 489,000,000 dollars in Stock Ex- 
hange members’

THREE MEN RETURNED 
FOR TRIAL.

In the Carrick-on-Shannon District Court 
on Wednesday, before Justice Rice, there 
was an echo of the “hold up on the Cavan- 
Leitrim border on March 19 last of an 
oficial of the Hibernian Bank, Arva, when 
Patrick Briody, butcher; William Farris and 
William Bennett, labourers, all of Arva, were 
returned for trial in custody. Farris and his 
mother wept bitterly, and, despite her 
appeals for hail for her son, the Justice said 
that he could not grant it in view of the 
opposition of the State. 

THE CHARGES. 

The prisoners were charged “that, on 
divers dates in the month of March, at Arva, 
County Cavan, they conspired together to 
rob by force of arms Christopher Derham, an 
official of the Hibernian Bank, of a sum of 
money, and did, in pursuance of the con- 
spiracy, on March 19, at Ballygad. County 
Leitrim, rob Christopher Derham of £100 
10s. 2d., the property of the bank.” 

They were charged on a further count with 
being in possession of firearms at Ballygad, 
County Leitrim, on March 19, with intent to 
endanger life. 

Further witnesses were heard, 
hearing lasted late into the might. 

Mr. George Lynch, State Solicitor, had 
charge of the prosecution, and Mr. John A. 
Pettit, solicitor, Carrick-on-Shannon, de- 
fended. 

Christopher Joseph Derham, an official of 
the Hibernian Bank, Arva, said that he was 
returning at about 3.15 o'clock from the 
Carrigallen sub-office, where he had been at 
tending, and had cash amounting to £240 
10s 2d., and also some bills. Of the amount. 
he put £100 10s. 2d. in the box, and £140 of 
the big notes he /folded and placed wm the hip 
pocket of his trousers. With the driver. 
Bernard McKiernan, he proceeded te Arva in 
the motor car, and when they got half-way 
with the car up Abbott’s Hill at Ballygad. 
outside Carrigallen, three masked and armed 
men stepped out from behind the hedge on 
the right-hand side of the road and called 
ou them to slop the car, 

ARMED WITH TWO REVOLVERS. 

They were three middle-sized men, and 
they wore masks and sack trousers down to 
their boots. The leader was armed with two 
revolvers, one in each hand; the second 
the men also was armed, and he was 
certain regarding the third man. 

The driver stopped the car, and the leade 
ordered him to get out of the car and stand 
by the ditch, with his hands up. One of the 
other men came over and searched witness, 
while the third kept the driver covered. The

WINNIPEG, Thursday. 

After several weeks of steady weakness in 
export wheat-prices, with lack of Enropean 
buying-and. a. somewhat critica] situation de- 
veloping with respect to the marketing of 
Canada’s abnormally large-exportable surplus 
at the prevailing low and comparatively un- 
profitable prices for producers, the wheat 
market to-day suddenly took oh a new 
“bull'” movement of activity on the strength 
of enlarged export orders and higher prices 
at Liverpool. 

Overnight. export orders, which were the 
largest for’ many days, totalled nearly two 
million bushels, and closing prices on the 
local exchange showed an increase of nearly 
5 cents for May. futures, and 5 to 5} cents 
for July futures, making the highest points 
for some weeks. Closing prices were firm. 

Under present conditions, with the export- 
able surplus held mainly by. wheat. pools, 
every rise of a cent a bushel means approxi- 
mately two million dollars increase in in.

If to-day’s strength in export prices con-
